Soviets Charge U.S. Violated International 
Law in Firing on Plane—Navy Says 
It Appeared ‘Hostile.’ 


PUSAN, South Korea, Sept. 26 
(UP)—Lt. Mishin Gennady, Soviet 
Air Force, serial No. 25054, lies 
beneath a white cross in plot No. 
1 of the “non-belligerent” area of 
the great United Nations hillside 
cemetery oveflooking the Japan 
sea, 


The grave, the only one in the 
section, achieves here, at least, 
the non-belligerent status Russia 
claimed for the lieutenant when 
United States Navy planes shot 
him out of the sky into the Yel- 
low sea on Sept. 4, 1950. 


A few yards away and separated 
from him by a low hedge are the 
graves of hundreds of American, 
British, Turkish, French and other 


U.N. soldiers who died in the war 
launched by the Kremlin on June 
25, 1950. 

But Gennady’s flat, gravel-cov- 
ered grave is the only indisputable 
case of Russian blood spent in 
the war fought for Moscow by 
Red China and her Korean satel- 
lite. 

Three Versions of Incident. 

There are three versions of the 
incident in which Gennady died. 

The United States reported to 
the U.N. on the day following the 
incident that planes of an Ameri- 


engine bomber bearing a red star 
a sit “passed over a screening 
ship and continued toward the 
center of the United Nations for- 
mation in a hostile manner.” 

The report to U.N. Secretary- 
General Trygve Lie said the 
bomber opened fire on a fighter 
patrol and was shot down off the 
Korean west coast near the 
thirty-eighth parallel. 

A destroyer picked up the body 
of “one member of the bomber 
crew,” the U.N. report said, and 
identified him at “Lt. Mishin 
Tennadii Vasilebiu of the armed 
forces, U.S.S.R. Russian experts 
believe the correct name is 


Mishin Gennady Vasilievich. 


Mystery Over Name. 

However, graves. reigstration 
officers here were unable to ex- 
plain why the name stamped on 
a United States Army dogtag at- 
tached to the cross on the grave 
was changed to “Lt. Mishin Gen- 
nady.” 

Soviet reaction was violent,

The re- 
sult is this: We got two bases 
for the cost of five. 

This instance is a symptom 
of deep, continuing failure: 
Failure harness military 
plans to a coherent political 
program. AS a consequence, 
our defense planning has swung 
full circle—through all the 
complexities of demobilization 
back through the costs, the 
waste and the human confusion 
of partial remobilization. 

The running warfare between 
Congress and the White House 
has made such blundering even 
more costly te us Americans. 
Both must share mutual confi- 
dence and common purpose. 
The co-operation must be 
sparked by executive leader- 
ship. 

We have had little of such 
leadership. Special interests in

This brings us to the supremely 
important matter of unification 
of the armed forces. 

When I became chief of staff, 
upon my return from Europe in 
November of 1945, I felt that all 
our war experience had rendered 
obsolete the defense organization 
then existing. I was convinced 
then, as I am today, that effective 
co-ordination of the services in 
war requires central planning in 
time of peace. This is the essence 
of unity in the armed forces. 
That unity must also extend to 
the procurement- and administra- 
tion of all the costly materiel and 
paraphenalia of modern warfare. 
It was the hope and expectation 
of all of us who worked to achieve 
the passage of the National De- 
fense Act of 1947, that this kind 
of unity was in the making. 

This has not proved to be 
the case. Such unity as we 
have achieved is too much form 
and too little substance. We 
have continued with a loose 
way of operating that wastes 
time, money and talent with 
equal generosity. With three 
services, in place of the former 
two, still going their separate 
ways and with an over-all de- 
fense staff frequently unable 
to enforce corrective action,

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UNION DISSENTS IN AFL 


BACKING OF STEVENSO 


Government pangner ee Affili- 
ate Declares Its Independence 
From Convention Action. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (AP) 
~The AFL American Federation 
of Government Employes today 
proclaimed its independence from 
action of the AFL national con- 
vention in backing Adlai Steven- 
son for President. 

The AFL convention in New 
York recently shouted approval 
of an executive council report 
which said “we advise and urge 
each and every member of the 
AFL to vote for Adlai E. Stev- 
enson,” the Democratic nominee. 

James A. Campbell, national 
president of the government em- 
ployes union, which claims 46,000 
members, said in a _ statement 
today that his group “is a non- 
political organization and always 
has been from its inception “and 
will continue to pursue that 
course, notwithstanding any ac- 
“tions on the part of any afiliated 
organizations.” 

Campbell quoted and stressed 
this portion of the AFL executive 
council report: “We emphasize 
that the affiliated unions of the 
AFL and each. and every one of 
their members are free to make 
their own individual political de- 
cisions without any compulsion on 
our part. It is not our intention 
or desire to indorse any political 
party or to enter into partisan 
politics.” | 

The council then said it had an 
obligation to union members and 
to the future of the country to 
express its carefully considered 
choice for President—and _in- 
dorsed Stevenson.

2 Gang Chiefs Seek Refund Due 
To ‘Donor’ Who Paid Their Taxes 


They Claim Exemption After Paying Gift 
Tax on $190,000 ‘Somebody 
Dropped in Office.’ 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (AP)— 
Ricca and known, the bureau said, Ricca and 


Paul (The Waiter) 
Louis Campagna, Chicago under- 
world figures, are at odds with 
the Government again—this time 
because they paid taxes. 


The issue goes back to 1946 
when Ricca and Campagna, im- 
prisoned on charges of extortion, 
were up for parole. 

Before they could get paroles 
they had to settle federal tax 
claims totaling $650,000 against 
themselves and their wives for 
the years 1935-41. 

The wives were involved, the 
Government said, because it was 
suspected that wealth had been 
shifted to them by their husbands 
for purposes of tax evasion. 

The Government finally agreed 
to an out-of-court settlement, 
dropping the claims against the 
wives and allowing the husbands 
to settle for $127,860 in back 
taxes, plus penalties and, interest 
that swelled the total to $188,235. 

Ricca and Campagna paid, but 
then the Government came up 
with another question: 


the tax debt? 

Easy, they explained. Some- 
body just dropped a bundle of 
cash totaling $190,000 in the of- 
fice of their lawyer. 

So? In that case, the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue said, the 
$190,000 was a gift and subject to 
gift taxes of $34,425—plus penal- 
ties of $8606 for not paying the 
gift tax right away.

did they get the money to pay | 


And since the giver was un- 


Campagna as the receivers would 
have to pay. 


But it was not a gift, Ricca and 


Campagna argued before the 
United States tax court. It was a 
loan, they said, and they would 
repay the money whenever the 
lender made himself known. 
However, the two gang chief- 
tains later agreed with the Gov- 
ernment that the money was a 
gift, and paid $22,106 each in gift 


‘taxes and penalties. 


Now they are petitioning the 
United States tax court for a re- 
fund. 

The law, they argued, lets a 
donor give away $30,000 in a life- 
time, tax free. And since they 
were required to pay up in place 
of the donor, they claimed the 
donor’s $30,000 exemption. 

Their petition is in the hands 
of a tax court judge for decision.

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Nine British Airmen Are Rescued — 
From Greenland Icecap by Plane 


-|Ski-Equipped Craft Picks Up Remainder of 


Party Stranded 10 Days Ago 
After Crash-Landing. 


LONDON, Sept. 26 (UP)—Nine 
British airmen stranded on a bliz- 
zard-swept Greenland icecap for 
10 days were rescued today by a 
ski-equipped Dakota plane. 

The Dakota’s pilot took advan- 
tage of a lull in the storm to set 
his craft down near the spot 
where the men’s four-engine Brit- 
ish transport plane had crash- 
landed Sept. 16. 


The men had been living in 
the plane’s fuselage. Two days 
ago three of 12 men originally 
marooned weré rescued by an 
amphibian plane. The three, 
slightly injured, included an 
American, Capt. Charles W. Stov- 
er of ‘Portland, Me.

The rescue was carried out un- 
der semi-darkness, since there is 
little daylight in the Arctic area 
at this time of year. 

The marooned men had main- 
tained contact with the outside 
world through a small portable 
radio set belonging to the ad- 
vance base of the British North 
Greenland expedition, a mile 
from where the transport crash- 
landed. British scientists in the 
expedition served as liaison be- 
tween the marooned men and the 
Air Ministry in London. The 
British expedition plans to win- 
ter on the icecap. 


The airmen had only 10 days 


of food and fuel supplies when 
the mishap occurred, but addi- 
,| tional supplies were parachuted 
to them. The plane went down 
soon after making a supply drop 
to the British scientists.

4 RED JETS SHOT 


One Sabre Pilot Gets 2 
MIGs—Enemy Probes 
Outposts, Is Driven 
Off. 


SEOUL, Sept. 26 (AP)—United 

States Sabre jets today shot down 
four Communist MIG jets in the 
first air battles in four days, the 
Fifth Air Force said. 
The blazing dog fights boosted 
the September toll of Russian- 
built jets to a record 56 de- 
stroyed. The old monthly mark 
of 44 was set last April. 


The Air Force said the swift 
Sabres also damaged four MIGs 
in battles with 16 Red fighters 
east of Sinuiju, south of the Yalu 
river. One damage claim was not 
confirmed. 


“The MIGs were unusually ag- 
gressive today,” said squadron 
leader Capt. Leonard W. Lillie of 
Manchester, N.H. 

The Fifth Air Force did not 
disclose what losses if any were 
suffered by the F-86 pilots. 

One Pilot Downs Two. 

Two of the Red fighters were 
shot down by First Lt. Cecil C. 
Foster, San Antonio, Tex. One 
was destroyed by First Lt. 
Charles G. Cleveland, East 
Orange, N.J. Sharing credit for 
the fourth MIG were Lt. Col. 
Theon E. Markham, Los Angeles, 
Calif., and Second Lt. Glenn A, 
Carus, Nashville, Tenn. 

The Eighth Army said Com- 
munist troops probed Allied out- 
posts north and northeast of the 
Punchbowl on the eastern. front 
last night and early today, Six 
times the Reds fell back under 
mortar fire.

The Security Council is re- 
quired to agree with the General

' but the Russian veto blocked this 
agreement. The Assembly in 1950 
adopted the expedient of extend- 
ing Lie’s term for three years. 
| There is no hint of his attitude 
' toward a draft in the event of a 
stalemate in the 1953 Assembly, 
but his big idea now is to go home 
in February 1954.

There are those who believe Mr. DiSalle is 
running against Senator Bricker, his Republican 
opponent, on a shoestring..:They recall that two 
years ago Senator Taft spent almost $500,000 to 
win re-election in the same state, and that his 
wobbly Democratic rival spent more than $275,- 
000. It may be that Mr. DiSalle believes Bricker’s 
record is so bad that he can be beaten at a spe- 
cial bargain rate. 


Even so, Mr. DiSalle knows that the salary 
and expense allowance for a six-year term in the 
Senate, a total of $90,000, are considerably less 
than the cost of even the most economically 
managed campaign. And he is inviting the people 
of Ohio to keep this in mind. 

No doubt, he is hoping that such public at- 
tention may get something done about the high 
cost of campaigning. The existing federal legisla- 
tion on campaign expenditures is utterly: inade- 
quate. It sets unrealistically low Jimits on what 
candidates may spend in their own behalf while 
it sets no practical limits on what so-called inde- 
pendent committees may raise in their support. 


-It does not even require reports from such 


groups. 

More publicity for campaign contributions 
would be some help, but not enough. It would 
still leave a candidate under the necessity of 
raising his expense money. That is why it seems 
desirable to consider campaigns at public ex- 
pense. This might well cost the taxpayer less 
than he now pays in the form of political con- 
tracts and tax favors. 

Three years ago Senator Lodge of Massachu- 
setts suggested that the entire cost of presiden- 
tial campaigns be defrayed by the Treasury. 


Senator Benton of Connecticut has urged more . 


limited help for all candidates for federal office 
—such as free mailing privileges and free radio 
time. :

A possible solution may be derived from Euro- 
pean methods of campaign financing. A sena- 
torial candidate, for example, might be allotted 
a fixed amount for every voter in his state. 
(William Jennings Bryan once suggested a 10- 
cent tax on every voter, Candidates for the 
British House of Commons are allowed 8 cents 
for each rural voter and 7 cents for each city 
voter in their districts.) Parties might also be 
allowed to raise a strictly limited and fully pub- 
licized additional amount. As in France, this 
system might be protected against abuse by re- 
quiring candidates to make a fairly stiff deposit, 
this to be forfeited unless they polled a set per- 
centage of the total vote. 

No doubt, other suggestions—and perhaps bet- 
ter ones—might be made. The details are not 
important at the moment. What is important is 
that something be done about a situation in 
which a man may find it necessary to spend as 
much as $500,000 to win a job which pays only 
$90,000. Until something is done, temptations 
will persist. Unscrupulous money will be avail- 
able for favors—before and after Election Day.

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The Surgeons’ Campaign 

Not for the first time, the American College 
of Surgeons has denounced the evil practice of 
fee-splitting in the medical profession. Dr. Ev- 
arts A. Graham of St. Louis says the college may 
even use television to dramatize the evil. 

Fee-splitting works this way: A doctor calls in 
a surgeon for assistance in a case, and both bill 
the patient, but the surgeon kicks back part of 
his fee to the general practitioner who gave him 
the case. And there are devious.-variations, 

What is wrong with that? Are not kickbacks, 
discounts and rebates a common business prac- 
tice? The answer is that in business, the buyer 
may beware—the deal is his responsibility. But 
in medicine, the vital decision as to a patient’s 
health is not his but his doctor’s. A patient does 
not want any “deal” to affect such important 
professional decisions. 

The American Medical Association has said 
that when fee-splitting enterg, professional serv- 
ice deteriorates, But the practice is widespread 
in- some areas, doctors admit. The College of 
Surgeons’ campaign against it needs support 
among physicians and the public alike. 
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Dull Speech on Inflation 

Gov. Stevenson's Baltimore speech on .infla- 
tion“deserves a careful reading by all those who 
were so overcome by the emotion of the Nixon 
show immediately preceding it that they could 
not pay attention. 

The Governor, like all candidates, is against 
inflation. But he has also done some thinking 
about just what this position demands in the 
way of a program. He says it demands a bal- 
anced budget; a determination that the cycle of 
wage increases followed by price increases shall 
stop; no tax cut until the budget is balanced; 
restrictions upon excessive private borrowing; 
and direct controls on prices, wages and rent 
until the inflationary uptrend is stopped. 

This program is not new. But Gov, Stevenson 
gave it life and meaning by the emphasis he 
placed on the crucial points. He was particularly 
strong on the budget. He invited his listeners, if 
their principal interest in life is to obtain a fed- 
erally financed project for their state. te vote 
for somebody else. He pointed out that he has 
vetoed more appropriations than any Governor 
of Illinois, “and I kind of like the exercise.” He 
warned that every category of spending, includ- 
ing military, must be subjected to “tight-fisted” 
economy. 

It is easy to promise an economy program, 
and easier stiJl to stop there. Gov. Stevenson 
told the people frankly that to blame inflation 
entirely on governmental waste is “poppycock.” 
And so.he outlined what else must be done. . 

He raised the question whether the steel case 
this year, with a wage increase followed by a 
price-increase, had given new impetus to infla- 
tion. He took his stand with those people who 
“want these increases to stop—and we mean bus- 
iness.”” And he stated frankly that if the price 
index continues to edge up, and so demands a 
renewal of direct controls, this will mean “tight- 
er wage controls as well as tighter dar & con- 
trols.” 

Gov..Stevenson thought his speech was dull. 
Maybe so. But it was a responsible speech and 


a thoughtful speech, which may be more im- | 


portant.

The Eisenhower record in that 
respect is part of the documenta- 
tion for the trip. There has even 
been some discussion of declas- 
sifying certain records now la- 
beled secret so that the full story 
can be brought out in the course 
of the tour. 

It is an interesting commentary 
on this curious campaign that 
while Gov. Stevenson long post- 
poned scheduling his own inten- 
sive trip by train, the Truman 
tour is spelled out even down to 
the 10-minute stops. Forty news- 
paper and radio men have signed 
up to go for the full route of 
two weeks’ duration. 


How Much Influence? 


At least 20 more will get on 
and off the train as it makes the 
transcontinental swing. This means 
coverage at least as complete as 
that of °48 when Truman was 
considered to have no chance for 
re-election. 


A White House staff of 20 will 
accompany the President on a 
train that will be 13 or 14 cars 
long, only three or four less than 
the Eisenhower special.

This was, above all, a fail- 
ure to appreciate the serious ef- 
fect of the charges made against 
the background of the conviction 
of Alger Hiss and in the light of 
the President’s use of the phrase 
“red herring” when the Hiss 
charges were first pressed. 


Missed Opportunity.

$2500 PAINTING | 
FOUND TO BE $50,000 | 
LOST MASTERPIECE

WESTPORT, Conn., Sept. 26—, 
A painting bought for $2500 in| 
1928 by Frederick Starr, of West- 
port, on a trip to Germany has 
been identified as a fifteenth cen- | 
tury masterpiece worth $50,000 
to $100,000 and has been accepted 
by the Boston Museum of Fine 
Art. 

Hans Schwarzenski, the mu- 
seum’s expert on fifteenth cen- 
tury art, said the painting, “The 
Adoration of the Magi,” was the 
work of Barthalamaus Zeitblom, 
of Ulm, Germany, a follower of 
the Kulmbacher school of paint- 


ing. 

Hie said the “Adoration” was a 
part of a tryptich on the birth of 
Christ, which disappeared in the 
sixteenth century. No part of it 
had come to light until Starr 
made his find in an antique shop 
in Frankfort. 

The shopkeeper told him that 
a member of the German nobility 
who had suffered financial re- 
verses in World War I was 
offering the painting for sale for 
$3000. Starr offered $2500, and 
left his check, saying that if it 
was acceptable the painting could 
be sent to him. The painting ar- 
rived some time after the Starrs 
returned from Europe.

Dr. ‘Louis H. Bauer of Hemp- 
stead, N.Y. A.M.A. president, 
said the decision to disband a 
special A.M.A..committee which 
was established to conduct an 
“educational prcgram against so- 
cialized medicine,” was  an- 
nounced in June. 

His statement added: 

“The national education cam- 
paign was merely one intensive

This 
effort will continue as long as 
attempts are made to shackle the 
people’s health in bureaucratic 
red tape.”

Another vice presidential can- 
didate died shortly before the 
election. Still another refused to 
cam «a 
One year —1840—the Demo- 
cratic party ¢onvention could not 
agree on a vice presidential can- 
didate and ended up without one. 

The man who withdrew as a 
vice presidential candidate was 
|Albert Gallatin, a Senator, Con- 
gressman, diplomat and for 13 
years Secretary of the Treasury 
under Presidents Jefferson and 
Madison. He was nominated by 
the Democratic party caucus in 
1824 to run with William Harris 
Crawford. 

His nomination was really an 
attempt to make him President 
“through the back door” since 
Crawford was ailing and not ex- 
pected to live out the term if 
elected. But a political storm blew 
up because of this and because 
Gallatin was a “foreigner.” 

Gallatin was born in Geneva, 
Switzerland, but was eligible for 
the presidency because he was a 
citizen' when the Constitution 
was adopted in 1789. The Consti- 
tution requires that a President 
be a “natural born” citizen or a 
citizen® in 1789. 


Gallatin Withdraws. 


Martin Van Buren, Crawford’s 
campaign manager and later Pres- 
ident himself, told Gallatin he was 
weakening the Democratic party’s 
chances in the election and asked 
him to withdraw. He did, in favor 
of his friend, Senator Nathaniel 
Macon of North Carolina. 


But the Democrats lost anyway 
and John Quincy Adams was 
elected President. 


In 1800 Aaron Burr rap as vice 
presidential candidate with 
Thomas Jefferson. Both received 
the same number of electoral 
votes and Burr promptly claimed 
the presidency. 

The quarrel was furiously de- 
bated in the House of Representa- 
tives for days. Alexander Hamil- 
ton, who opposed both men, threw 
his support and the presidency to 
Jefferson because he thought 
Burr was dangerous. 

Burr took his revenge four 
years later when he killed Hamil- 
ton in a duel. He cgntinued to 
serve as Vice President under a 
coroner’s jury verdict of murder. 
Later still he was charged with 
treason, tried and acquitted. 


Nomination Turned Down. 


Senator Silas Wright of New 

York was the first man to be nom- 
inated to the vice presidency and 
turn the nomination down. He 
just did not want it. The Demo- 
cratic convention then nominated 
George M. Dallas of Pennsylvania 
to run with James K. Polk in 
1844. Polk and Dallas were 
elected. 
The second man to turn it 
down was Benjamin Fitzpatrick 
of Alabama, who was nominated 
to run under the banner of Sena- 
tor Stephen A. Douglas of Illinois 
in 1860. He refused it and the 
Democratic National Committee 
chose Herschel. V. Johnson of 
Georgia in his place.

Gov. Frank Orren Lowden of 
Illinois turned down the Repub- 
lican vice presidential nomina- 
tion in 1924 when Calvin Cool- 
idge was renominated and re- 
elected President. Charles G. 
Dawes was nominated and elected 
in Lowden’s place. 


Webster Lost Out. 


Daniel Webster, who always 
wanted to be President, turned 
down certain nomination to the 
vice presidency in 1840. John 
Tyler took it in his place. Tyler 
became President when Presi- 
dent William Henry Harrison 
died after a month in office. 

In 1840, when the Democrats 
could not agree on a vice presi- 
dential nominee, the party con- 
vention decided to leave the 
choice up to the party members, 
“trusting that before the elec- 
tion shall take place, their opin- 
ions will become ... concen- 
trated...” 

The party members never did 
“concentrate” their opinions and 
the party ended up without a 
vice. presidential nominee. 

In 1904 the Democratic party 
was desperate for funds and nom- 
inated Henry G. Davis of West 


‘Virginia as vice presidential can- 


didate. The party expected 81- 
year-old Davis to contribute a 
large part of his fortune to elect 
himself and the presidential can- 
didate, Alton B, Parker. 

Davis, however, refused to con- 
tribute and refused to campaign. 
President Theodore Roosevelt was 
re-elected. 


In 1912 James S. Sherman was 
re-nominated with President Wil- 
liam H. Taft on the Republican 
ticket. Sherman died Oct. 30, 
1912, a week before the election 
and too late for the Republican 
national committee to fill the 


vacancy.

Contagious Diseases 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


XCEPT for polio arid insect-borne diseases, most contagious 

diseases dé not afflict children in the summer. Beginning 

with autumn and continuing through the following spring 
is the time most contagious diseases occur. : 

Chickenpox, diphtheria and scarlet fever most commonly 
occur in autumn and winter. On the other hand, mumps, 
influenza, whooping cough, measles and German measles 
(rubella) tend to afflict more children in the winter and spring. 

* * / 

THE COMMON communicable diseases—measles, mumps, 

German measles, chickenpox, whooping cough and scarlet 


fevyer-—-are all passed directly from the person having the, 


disease to others. Such direct passage comes from kissing, 
handling the same handkerchief, or receiving tiny droplets 
containing the germs from the mouth or nose of the sufferer 
when he coughs or sneezes or even talks with force. 

Of these six diseases, only scarlet fever can also be given 
to another person by objects handled by the scarlet fever 
sufferer. Dishes, towels, wash water or anything else tainted 
with. his discharges can transmit scarlet fever to others. 

Each disease has a fairly definite period during which 
it is contagious. For chickenpox, this is not longer than 10 
days after the first crop of water blisters—the vesicles— 
appears, Usually by then the crusts have all disappeared.

- @RDINARY MEASLES can be passed on to another from 
days. before the rash appears until it fades and disappears. 
This is a minimum of nine days total, or about five days 
after the rash first appears. 
- German measles is highly contagious from the beginning 


of the runny-nose and molgt-eye stage until about one week 


later, The rash-doesn't last this long, of course. , 
Mumps is contagious from the beginning to the disappear- 


ance of the glandular enlargement—about three weeks in all. 


Adults. with mumps should take particular care to follow 

doctor’s about bedrest and other measures. This 
lessens chance of complications.

66@ 0. What do you do? Just 
§ wait?” asked a young man 
at one of our lecture audi- 
ences recently. “You keep saying 
that this is characteristic of this 
age and. something else is char- 
acteristic of another. Do you 
mean that when people bring 
their children to you for clinical 
treatment, you just advise them 
to wait till the children grow out 
of it?” 

This question has often been 
leveled against the developmental 
point of view, (For it is, obvious- 
ly, at least a mild form of criti- 
cism.) The same question in an- 
other form comes to us when 
people ask, “Do you mean that 
all we have to do when our chil- 
dren misbehave or aren't getting 
along is to say, ‘That’s just a 
stage’?” 

The answer to both these 
questions is, of course, an em- 
phatic, “no”—though to be able 
to say, “That’s just a stage” can 
save a good deal of wear and tear 
on the parents and is more often 
than not - pare diagnosis. 


OUR ATTEMPT, in giving par- 
ents guidance, is to give what we 
like. to call “creative guidance.” 
Certainly when it is needed we 
give specific suggestions such as 
that a child might be better off 
if kept back a year in school, if 
he had glasses or visual training, 
or if he were sent away to school, 
and such. 


But basically we recognize that 
it is not the recommendations of 
the specialist, but the parents’ 
own day-to-day handling, which 
does the trick. Growth and added 
age often work seeming miracles, 
but it is the parents’ own expert 
handling which providés the set- 
ting in which this growth and 
these miracles take place. 


So that our main effort (when 
we have the opportunity to see 
the child in question personally) 
is to define what the personality 
of each child we see is like, and 
determine what age level in be- 
havior he has reached, We then 
try to explain.to the parent what 
children of this kind of personal- 
ity and at this age level are like 
and how they are best handled. 

x *« * 


WITH THIS information avail- 
able, we hope (and our hopes are 
most frequently well founded) 
that the parent will be able to 
create his own guidance. He (or 
she) best knows his own individu- 
ality and the conditions of the 
home and what really (as opposed 
to ideally) can be done. 


For parents who cannot actual- 
ly come to us or to some other 
adequately trained child special- 
ist, we and others attempt to pro- 
vide information about ages and 
different kinds of personality in 
our writings. 

In those few cases where more 
is needed than this, play therapy 
from an accredited play therapist 
is sometimes recommended. And

For Spicing 


By Edith M. Barber 


F you're not an expert at pre- 

serving and yet you would like 

to have a few products of your 
own handiwork, nothing is more 
satisfactory than fall pears. The 
Bartlett, the Keiffer and the 
Seckel pears are all appropriate 
for spicing, or perhaps you call 
it pickling. 

Nothing adds more to a buffet 
supper than a spiced fruit with 
the main dishes. Most favored 
are Seckel pears, which can be 
left whole even to the stems. The 
blossom ends should be carefully 
removed and the pears boiled in 
just enough water to cover for 
10 minutes. They should then be 
drained, and it is well to prick 
the skins with a needle or a thin 
sharp spoon to prevent bursting 
during the pickling process. 

First of all, a syrup of vinegar, 
sugar and water is madé. The 
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spices, tied in a cheesecloth~bag, ° 


are cooked.in the syrup, then the 
pears are added and cooked about 
10 minutes more until just ten- 
der. Flavor will develop if the 
fruit‘is allowed to stand in the 
syrup overnight. The pack will 
be more attractive if you drain 
the pears again and -pack them 
carefully in the hot jars. Then 
the._syrup should be brought to 
boiling, the spice bags removed 
and the pears completely covered 
with the syrup. Rubbers and tops 
should be adjusted at once. 

Larger pears should be pared, 
cut in halves and cored before 
they are cooked according to the 
above directions. The color is 
much better if the spices are tied 
in a bag and then removed, as 
the fruit will darken if the spices 
are merely scattered over it. 

At this season of the year, there 
are generally requests for pre- 
serving citron-melon. This is even 
easier than ‘preparing spiced fruit. 
As this type of melon is not found 
in all markets, nor in every gar- 
den, preserved citron will be a 
treat to your guests. 

Preserved Citron-Melon. 

Pare and dice melon. For two 
quarts of diced fruit, allow one 
quart water and five cups sugar. 
Cook sugar and water together 
for five minutes. Add melon and 
cook until transparent. Flavor 
with lemon juice and grated lem- 
on rind, and continue cooking 20 
minutes. Ladle mixture into hot 
clean jars and seal ‘at once. Yield: 
two to three pints. 

Spiced Pears. 

Eight pounds pears, eight cups 
Sugar, one quart cider vinegar, 
two cups water, two tablespoons 
whole cloves, two tablespoons all- 
spice berries, five 3-inch sticks 
cinnamon. 

For Seckel pears, remove blos- 
som end only. Pare, halve and 
core larger firm pears. Cook 10 
minutes in water to cover, and 
drain. Make syrup of sugar, vine- 
gar and water. Cook with spices 
tied in bag five minutes. Add 
fruit, cover and cook about 10 
minutes until tender. Let stand 
overnight. Remove spice bag and 
drain fruit. Pack carefully in hot 
jars. Cover with syrup to top of 
jars. Adjust rubbers and covers 
and seal, Yield: four to five 
quarts,

HEN you are defending it is 
by. W often better to be pitted 

against a good declarer than 
a weak one, because you can 
trust the good declarer’s line of 
play and guide yourself accord- 
ingly. Consider this case: 


South West 
Pass 
Pass 


North East 


East suspected that he was be- 
ing fixed, but after he doubled 
the club opening he couldn’t take 
any safe action. (Incidentally, 
North opened with the club be- 
cause he was playing a system 
in which four-card major suits 
are not bid originally.) 

West decided to lead the club 
nine. The queen went to East's 
king, and = club was returned. 
Declarer then led a low spade, 
capturing East’s king, and West's 
spade jack was gobbled up on the 
following play. 

Now declarer led a low heart 
from the board. East put up the 
king—and had something to think 
about. Where did he go from. 
there? 

It was a tough spot, but East 
came up with the right answer. 
Two points were clear: South 
could not have jumped to four 
spades on the hand he had 
shown, without the diamond king; 
and South did not hold the one 
club still missing from East's 
view, because, with that club, he 
would have trumped it in dummy 
before taking out West’s spade 
jack, so as to strip clubs. 

Consequently, East reasoned, 
South had started with either 
two diamonds and three hearts, 
or three diamonds and two 
hearts. But in the former case, 
South would have led up to the’ 
K-x of diamonds, and if South 
also had J-x-x of hearts, East 
would be helpless. 

So East visualized a condition 
that could be overcome by the 
defense—he now laid down the: 
heart queen. Later, of course, he. 
ducked the first diamond lead 
from dummy and then it was 
South who had to surrender.

ROM time to time, people give 
F a little thought to the ‘“mys- 

tery of Virginia Dare.” Known 
as the first English white child 
born in the New World, she 
seems to have been carried away 
by Indians while still an infant. 
She was lost to the world of 
whites a few years before the 
founding of Jamestown. Her parm 
ents had taken part in an exp®- 
dition sent qut by Sir Walter 
Raleigh. 

No proof was discovered about 
Virginia’s fate. Years later a re- 
port was spread about a young 
white woman who had been seen 
living among Indians, but noth- 
ing seems to have been done to 
learn whether this young woman 
was the lost child. 

x* * * 

A MUCH BETTER RECORD of 
a lost white child exists in the 
case of Mary Jewison. She was 
born more than a century later 
than Virginia Dare, during the 
ocean voyage which brought her 
parents to the New World. 

At about the time of her tenth 
birthday, Mary was captured by 
a party of Shawnees. The war- 
riors were on the warpath. 

Two members of the family, at 
least,’ escaped to the home of 
an uncle, but the rest never were 
seen again by Mary. Into the 
woods went the Indians, and then 
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MARY WAS DRESSED LIKE AN 
INDIAN CHILD, 


rated according to Indian custom. 
On her feet she now wore a pair 
of moccasins. 

The years passed, and Mary was 
pleased by the kindness which 
was shown to her, She was given 
work to do, but only as much 
as the other daughters of the 
tribe. 

When the Indian mother de- 
cided that the girl was old enough 
to be married, a husband was 
found for her. His name was 
Shenin-jee. 

In later years she described 
She-nin-jee as “handsome, brave | 
and kind.” She was deeply in 
love with him, and there was joy 
in her heart as the years went by.
